MADOFF GOES TO JAIL

NEW YORK Saying he was “deeply sorry and 
ashamed,” Bernard Madoff pleaded guilty 
Thursday to pulling off perhaps the big- 
gest swindle in Wall Street history and was 
immediately led off to jail in handcuffs to the 
delight of his seething victims. 

Madoff, JO, could get up to 150 years in 
prison when he is sentenced in June. 

In refusing to let him remain free on bail 
until then, U.S. District Judge Denny Chin 
noted that Madoff had the means to flee and 
an incentive to do so. 

The plea didn’t satisfy many investors who 
had hoped Madoff would be forced to name 
any family members or others who helped 
him swindle them out of billions of dollars. He 
pleaded guilty to all ii charges against him— 
with no deal with prosecutors — meaning he is 
under no obligation to disclose names and tell 
authorities where the money went. 

“I am actually grateful for this opportunity 
to publicly comment about my crimes, for 
which I am deeply sorry and ashamed,” 
Madoff, speaking softly but firmly, said in his 
first public comments about his crimes since 


the scandal broke in early December. 

DeWitt Baker, an investor who attended the 
hearing and said he lost more than $i million 


with Madoff, called it “fantastic” that Madoff ’s 
bail was revoked but belittled the apology 
“I don’t think he has a sincere bone in his 


SCHEME’S BEGINNINGS 

Bernard Madoff pleaded guilty to charges 
including fraud, perjury and money- 
laundering. He told the judge that the 
scheme began in the early 1990s. He said 
he accepted investors’ money, but didn’t 
put it into the market. Instead, he sent them 
phony account statements showing that 
they were making money. 

body,” said Baker, who added that prison time 
would be too good for Madoff “I’d stone him 
to death.” 

Madoff did not look at any of the three 
investors who spoke at the hearing, even 
when one turned in his direction and tried to 
address him. 

The fraud, which prosecutors say may 
have totaled nearly $65 billion, turned a well- 
respected investment professional— he was 
once chairman of the Nasdaq exchange— 
into a symbol of Wall Street greed amid the 
economic meltdown. The public fury toward 
him was so great that he was known to wear a 
bulletproof vest to court.

Quinn 
mulls 50% 
tax hike

Goy Pat Quinn is considering raising the 
Illinois income tax by 50 percent in a politi- 
cally risky bid to address one of the biggest 
budget dilemmas in state history, sources said 
Thursday 

An increase to 4.5 percent from the current 
3 percent tax rate on individuals would include 
a corresponding hike in the corporate income 
tax on businesses, according to sources famil- 
iar with the new governor’s preparations for 
his first budget address Wednesday 

The first state income tax increase in 
20 years would be cushioned in part by raising 
the standard tax exemption up to $6,000 per 
person from $2,000, the sources said. 

In his six weeks as governor, Quinn has 
broadly hinted at increasing taxes while 
repeatedly saying he wants to bring fairness 
to the state tax system, including new exemp- 
tions to help low- and middle-income fami- 
lies. The governor also is expected to propose 
eliminating a variety of business tax breaks, 
possibly some of the same ones that ousted 
Gov Rod Blagojevich labeled “loopholes” but 
failed to close. 

Bob Reed, Quinn’s spokesman, declined 
to comment. The Democratic governor is 
scheduled to tell lawmakers Wednesday how 
he wants to fix a state budget that could be 
more than $9 billion in debt by July 2010 amid 
a sinking economy and declining revenues. 

Quinn still is finishing his budget plan, and 
sources said the size of any income tax increase 
or tax relief still could change. Legislators 
estimate a i percentage point increase in the 
personal income tax rate could bring in nearly 
$4 billion, but that would depend on what hap- 
pens to the exemptions or other tax breaks. 

Fee increases for license plate stickers and 
driver’s licenses also are under consideration 
by Quinn, sources said. The governor also has 
emphasized he wants to “cut, cut, cut” state 
government. 

Quinn’s success in shepherding whatever 
budget plan he proposes could impact his 
chances to seek a full term as governor next 
year. While he may claim leadership points 
for addressing the state’s perennial finan- 
cial woes, any tax hike proposal will become 
ammunition for Republicans as well as fellow 
Democrats.

Chicago will get at least $i billion in federal 
stimulus money, a sum Mayor Daley consid- 
ers “better than nothing” but insists will not 
solve the city’s budget woes. 

The mayor announced Thursday he 
intends to spend the money largely on 
transportation, education and public hous- 
ing. City Hall estimates the programs will 
create or save 16,000 jobs, though most are 
only temporary 

The federal windfall would preserve 
1,000 CTA posts and 750 teaching posi- 
tions in city schools, the mayor said. It also 
will be used to generate summertime work 
for 7,300 teens and 650 community service 
jobs for ex-offenders and other difficult-to- 
place workers. 

“With a regional unemployment rate 
of 7.6 percent, the worst it’s been since 
December 2003, those jobs come at just 
the right time,” Daley said. 

But the mayor, who faces a budget prob- 
lem as city revenues plummet amid a bad 


economy stressed that Washington’s money 
will not fix all of Chicago’s troubles. The fed- 
eral cash, for example, cannot be used to plug 
a budget deficit that the administration has 
said could reach $200 million by year’s end. 

“It’s better than nothing,” Daley said 
before mustering a more appreciative tone. 
“Tes, we’re very happy with it. This is good 
news.” 

Daley has talked about a wish list of 
projects he wanted to pay for with the fed- 
eral stimulus money, but he declined to say 
Thursday whether all those wishes were 
granted. The mayor repeatedly declined to 
release the original list, saying the media 
would rip it apart. 

The newly announced projects include 
the purchase of 52 hybrid CTA buses, a Blue 
Line upgrade and rail station improvements. 
The mayor’s stimulus plan also includes 
$i million for home foreclosure counseling 
and a $2.5 million program to turn fore- 
closed condos into affordable rental units. 

The largest allocation, $260 million. 


would go to education, with most of the 
money earmarked for after-school programs 
and teacher recruitment and training. The 
city also plans to expand Head Start and 
provide child care to an additional 7,000 to 
10,000 youngsters. 

The Police Department will receive 
about $20 million to buy new vehicles, 
install in-car cameras and cover overtime, 
according to the mayor’s office. 

The windfall also would pay for 40 miles 
of arterial road resurfacing and 3 miles of 
reconstructed streets. Under federal regu- 
lations, the stimulus money cannot be used 
to improve neighborhood streets. 

Though Daley intends to spend $86 mil- 
lion on roads, he warned the money would go 
fast. It costs the city about $1.6 million per 
mile to reconstruct an arterial road, he said. 

For example, it will cost $10.5 million just 
to fix a pothole-ravage stretch of Chicago 
Avenue from Laramie to Grand Avenues. 

“Eighty-six million does not go very far 
when it comes to roads,” Daley said.

College women could 
benefit from budget bill 

The estimated 39 percent of American 
college women who use birth control 
pills could enjoy relief from big price 
increases over the last two years thanks 
to a provision in the budget bill signed by 
President Obama. 

Students had seen prices for oral 
contraceptives at college health clinics 
shoot up two- and threefold— the 
apparently unintended consequence of a 
deficit-reduction provision that went into 


effect in January 2007. 

The bill Obama signed Wednesday 
restores an incentive for drug-makers to 
offer discounts for the pills, although it 
doesn’t guarantee they will do so. 

Still, college health officials were 
celebrating the news. 

Prior to 2007, pharmaceutical 
companies had a financial incentive to 
sell drugs at deep discounts to a range of 
health care providers, including college 
clinics. The drugmakers also were eager 
to attract young women to products 
they would stay with for years after 
graduation. 


But the 2007 change meant the 
discounts counted against pharmaceutical 
companies in a formula that calculates the 
rebates they owe the states to participate 
in Medicaid, and the discounts stopped. 

Colleges passed most of the price 
increases on to students — from $12 a 
month to around $30 at Florida State, 
for instance— and a few smaller colleges 
that couldn’t buy in bulk stopped offering 
them altogether, forcing their students 
to get them at higher prices off-campus. 
The change prompted concerns some 
students might shift to less preferred 
contraceptives.

piunge 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ontario The 

30 -year-old man had been shoved 
180 feet down through a thundering 
curtain of water with a force greater than 
gravity and now bobbed in the frigid water 
below Niagara Falls. 

Only two people had ever been known 
to survive such a plunge unprotected 
by a barrel or other contraption, but 
when Niagara Parks Police Sgt. Chris 
Gallagher scrambled down a steep and 
mist-slickened escarpment to the water’s 
edge, he could see the man 40 feet out, 
alive. 

Rescue workers here know all too well 
that jumping over Niagara Falls is a most 
efficient way to commit suicide, though 
they closely protect the number of victims 
they retrieve. The man who survived 
Wednesday’s fall avoided any number of 
hazards. 

“First of all, that he’s able to survive 
the fall over the Falls, but secondly, that 
he’s able to survive in that cold water for 
45 minutes— that on its own is pretty 
remarkable,” said Niagara Parks Police 
Chief Doug Kane. 

Authorities will not release the man’s 
name, saying only he is a resident of 
western Ontario. He was in stable 
condition Thursday undergoing treatment 
for hypothermia and a head wound, with 
relatives at his side.

Even Obama is a fan of 
Funkadesi’s high energy

Since forming in 1997, Funkadesi’s profile has 
risen to the point that the 10 -person reggae 
collective even caught the attention of then- 
U.S. Sen. Barack Obama. 

“I can’t say enough how energizing this 
band is,” Obama said. “There’s a lot of funk 
in the desi!” 

And while the admittedly cornball state- 
ment is not up to par with Obama’s soaring 
rhetoric, at least his words hit the mark. The 
group’s latest, the self-released “To Baba” 
(a shout-out to former drummer Meshach 
“Baba” Silas, who died in 2005), bubbles with 
reggae riddims and island grooves. 

But perhaps the best way to get to 
know the band— a close-knit crew near- 
ly as diverse as the UN— is to learn a bit 
about each of its members. Early in March, 
founding member Rahul Sharma discussed 
the varied cultural backgrounds that drive 
Funkadesi’s sound. 

Rahul Sharma 

Bass guitar, sitar, tabla, acoustic guitar 

“Em of East Indian origin, but my parents 
were born and raised in Kenya. I’m a clinical 
psychologist and my specialization is 
multicultural psychology, so there’s a little 
bit of a congruent theme between what I do 
in Funkadesi and what I do in my day job.” 

Lloyd Brodnax King 

Fiute and saxophone 

“Lloyd grew up in Oak Park. He’s actually 
been in a couple of Studs Terkel’s books; in 
the latest book, ‘Hope Dies Last,’ there’s a 
chapter on Lloyd. Studs really liked talking 
to him.” 



Abdul Hakeem 

Eiectric guitar and vocais 

‘Abdul was born and raised in Chicago. He’s 
played with some amazing musicians. One 
time he was part of a quartet with Philip 
Glass in Kosovo.” 

Carlos Cornier 

Congas and percussion 

“Carlos grew up in Brooklyn. He was at the 
original Woodstock, which we always joke 
about ... because he doesn’t look as old as he 
is. He’s a total rock-head, Santana-head, but 
his primary orientation is still Latin music.”

“He grew up in the Sikh temple, but he’s 
also been influenced by pop music. I think 
he gets that from his dad, who won an Elvis 
impersonator contest.

“He’s the one guy I’ve known longer than 
Funkadesi has been a band. He was 15 when 
I met him, and I was blown away by how 
versatile he was.”

“Rich is our newcomer, meaning he’s only 
been with us five years. He loves Brazilian 
music and jazz, so he brings that sensibility 
to the band.” 

Vairoy Dawkins

“He was born and raised in Jamaica, 
in Manchester, in an area called Good 


Intent. He grew up in very rural Jamaica. 
There were no streetlights in his town. It’s 
reflected in how he writes. It’s a perspective 
that nobody else in the band has.”

“Navraaz has always been a folk artist and 
songwriter— Punjabi folk music. But she 
also went to India to get her degree in film.

A funny thing happened on the way to “supporting roles 
only” in Dwayne Johnson’s movie career: Kids. 

The struggling action star did “The Game Plan,” a 
comedy for Disney, and all of a sudden he’s big box office 
and every child’s best bud. He did “Cory in the House” 
on the Disney Channel. He’s starring in Disney’s “Race to 
Witch Mountain,” opening Friday, and has an animated 
film (“Planet 51”) and another 
kid-friendly comedy (“Tooth 
Fairy”) due out this year. He’s 
hosting Nickelodeon’s “Kid’s 
Choice Awards” at the end of 
March. 

“He doesn’t take himself seri- 
ously,” says AnnaSophia Robb, 
one of his teen “Witch Mountain” 
co-stars. 

“He’s a dynamic personality with this self-deprecat- 
ing sense of humor,” says another co-star, Carla Gugino. 
“Kids respond to that.” 

Johnson laughs at the notion. But he owns it. The for- 
mer wrestler is as canny as anybody in the biz about find- 
ing a niche. He’s not wrestling anymore. He’s no longer 
going by The Rock. And he didn’t really discover his big- 
screen appeal to kids until he tested those waters. 

“I started to examine family movies, what makes them 
work, what makes them not work,” he says. “I realized 
that when a family movie is done right, everybody in the 
family has some character they can relate to on screen. 

“If they’re done right, the lead character in the movie 
becomes a better person by the end of the movie and 
makes everybody around them better too. That’s what 
family is all about— struggle, perseverance, staying 
together.

The divorced father of a 7-year-old knows what kids 
like, which may be why he’s fast becoming Disney’s go-to 
guy for kid- friendly action. Johnson, like Disney, knows 
“branding.” 

“Disney gets that,” he says. “It’s a cool thing when you 
can make movies that everyone can go see. I love the 
partnership I have with Disney I recognize the power 
that the brand has, its impact on families all over the 
world. We had great success with ‘The Game Plan,’ and 
when they came to me with this, I was ready”

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Marvel delays 
movie dates

Fans of “The Avengers” will have to wait a 
little longer to see their favorite superheroes 
on the big screen. 

Marvel Entertainment postponed the 
debuts of “Thor” and “The Avengers” after 
Sony Pictures Entertainment said it planned 
to release “Spider-Man 4” in 2011. 

“The Avengers” will debut on 
May 4, 2012, nearly a year after 
its previous launch date of 
July 15, 2011. 

“We realized it was more 
beneficial to us to have 
Spider-Man in that spot,” 
said Marvel vice chairman 
Peter Cuneo. “We looked at 
the rest of the slate and the 
schedule and it made sense to 
move ‘Thor’ and ‘The Avengers’ out 
a year.” 

The first three “Spider-Man” films have 
registered almost $2.5 billion in global ticket 
sales, Marvel said. Sony distributes the 


movies. 

“The Avengers,” which features a team 
of comic book characters, will be the 
culmination of a series of movies based on 
individual Marvel characters that will be 
released leading up to it. 

» “Iron Man 2” will launch on May 7, 2010, as 
scheduled. 

» “Thor,” about the hammer- 
wielding god of Norse 
mythology, will premiere on 
June 17, 2011, instead of its 
previously planned release 
date of July 16, 2010. 

» “The First Avenger: 
Captain America” is now 
coming out on July 22, 2011, 
instead of May 6, 2011. 

The new schedule “maximizes 
the visibility of our single character- 
focused films, leading to the highly anticipated 
release of the multi-character ‘The Avengers,’ ” 
said David Maisel, chairman of Marvel Studios, 
in a statement, ap.bloomberg contributed.

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Wanna rent Vince Vaughn’s place?

Vince Vaughn is trying to rent a four-bedroom 
town house that he owns in River North for 
$9,500 a month, according to listing informa- 
tion.

Viking range, a double oven and a Bosch 
dishwasher, according to listing information. 
The town house’s master suite has walk-in 
closets and an upgraded granite bathroom 
with a Jacuzzi and steam shower. Outside is 
a rooftop deck with city views. 

Listing agent Liane Pruchnik declined to 
comment on Vaughn’s listing, telling RedEye 
“Fm not at liberty to say who my clients
